Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 16.—A *

from here. The company left at * 
once on a special train.

Fontanet. Ind., Oct. 16.—The resi- 


dents of this village of one thousand 
people, when they awoke this morn- 
ing encountered a much different sit- 
uation than they had been accustomed 
to in the past. 


Instead of a quiet country town and 


pleasant scenery to greet their eyes, 
desolation was at. hand. 
Soldiers of 


the Indiana state militia 
were on 


hand and had stood guard all through 
the night.

Details as to what caused the terri- 


ble catastrophe of yesterday, when j 
the DuPont powder mills blew up,' 
killing 35 and injuring 600 persons 
were lacking. 


No Known Reason for Explosion. 
No one connected with the powder 


company could 
ascribe 
any reason 


for the explosion. 
Several 
rumors 


were current, one of the most prob- 
'anle circulated was that the machia- 
ery in the glazing mill became over- 
heated from friction and set lire to 
some loose powder. The glazing mill 
was the one first 'to blow up. 
The 


other sections'of the 
plant followed 


In rapid succession. A number of the 
people of this place were able by 
patching up their houses to pass a 
fairly 
comfortable 
night. 
The re- 


mainder 
were 
accommodated with 


sleeping room on cols placed in tents 
brought, here by orders of Governor 
Hanly. 
Systematic efforts are going 


forth .and the houses will soon be re- 
paired so ns to allow re.occupatlon. 


Soldiers Guard the Town. 


The officers of company B, Indiana 


National Guard, which was brought 
here early last night, report that, the 
night passed without, disturbance. 


The soldiers were distributed so as 


to guard as much of the town as pos- 
sible. 
The guardsmen were instruct- 


ed to shoot at, sight any attempt at 
looting. 


It. is understood the state author- 


ities will immediately begin an in- 
vestigation of the cause of the dis- 
aster. 


The injured passed a. fairly comfort- 


able 
night. 
Systematic 
efforts 
to 


search for victims among the debris 
In the powder mills were begun this 
morning. 
Thorough search for fur- 


ther victims of the disaster yesterday 
is being made. 
A number of coffins 


wore 
received this morning 
from 


Terra Haute and the bodies of those 
recovered will be hurled today. 


Heavy Loss to DuPont Company. 
The loss to the powder company In 


property damage is estimated at. $280,- 
000, 
including 65,000 kegs of powder 


stored in the magazine which explod- 
ed. The property loss in the town of 
Fontanet will exceed $500,000. 


Tt is reported today that the maga- 


zine which blew up contained 50,000 
pounds of dynamite in addition to 7>5,- 
000 kegs of powder. 


People Numbed by Catastrophe. 
The people have been numbed to an 


almost deathly quiet, by the disaster 
of yesterday. When the train arrived 
from Terre Haute today eleven cof- 
fins were unloaded and the sight of 
them brought tears to many eyes. 


The crowd at the station peered 


curiously toward the train to try to 
recognize relatives of the dead and 
injured who might be arriving. Sev- 
eral pathetic • scenes followed when 
bereaved 
met 
bereaved. 
Among 


those who came to Fontanet today 
were W. F. Monahan, of Dayton, O., 
a brother of Arthur 
Monahan, the 


dead superintendent, and S. A. Mona- 
nan, a nephew, whose home is at Co- 
lumbus, Ohio. 


Found Charred Bodies. 


They found the charred remains of 


the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Monahan. 
They also took charge of the body of 
Mrs. Ethel Taylor, niece of the Mon- 
ahans, who with Mrs. Monahan, was 
burned to death in the home of the 
superintendent, on a hill above the 
wrecked plant. 


The body of Mr. Monahan was iden- 


tified by a bunch of keys he carried. 
They were found beside his charred 
body. 
Mrs. Taylor was identified by a lock 


of hair that was under her head. The 
fragments of the skull of Frank Kel 
lum, of Wilmington, Del., an attache 
of the main offices of .the DuPonts, 
was found near the body of Monahan. 
Kellnm came to Fontanet' yesterday 
for a conference with Monahan, and 
was In the office of the company when 
the explosion occurred. 
The bodies 


of the Monahans will be shipped to 
Jackson, Ohio, their former home, to- 
morrow. 
They had lived here nine 


years. 


Crowds at the Morgue.. 


All day throngs of people 
stood 


about the morgue anxious to see if 
anyone could identify two of the elev- 
en bodies there that remained un- 
identified^ These bodies are so badly 
mangled that the fragments now lie 
in a sack.

A pathetic feature of the powder 


mills 
demolition, 
noticeable 
at 
a 


glance through the list of dead and in- 
jured is the great number of youthful 
victims. 
Boys 
of seventeen 
and 


eighteen form a large part of the 
list. 
These were employed in the 


keg shop, in most cases older, men bo- 
ing used in other departments of the 
plant. 


A Wife's Futile Search. 


Sam Kevins, a mill employe has 


not been found. 
He is believed to 


be injured if .not killed. 
His wife 


came in from their home in the coun- 
try and spent the whole night search- 
ing for him. She hart no success. 
They 
have 
three 
small 
children. 


Tales are told of the remarkable in- 
sensibility to pain shown by men hurt 
at the factory. 
Harvey Chandler. 25, 


walked from the mill to his home, 
more than a half mile, naked. 
His 


clothes had been burned from his 
body. Neighbors reached him as he 
neared his home and wrapped him in 
a quilt. The burns cost his life later. 


Walked With Flesh Dropping Off. 
Alex Riddle, aged 2?.. walked to a 


train from the mill with the flesh 
dropping from his face. 
Little hope 


is held for his recovery. 


Mrs. Thomas Parr, aged 45, whose 


home is one of those nearest the mills, 
was thrown head first through a. par- 
tition wall. Her injuries are listed as 
scalp wounds but. will doubtless be 
more serious. 


H. .T. Lambert, township trustee, 


whose office was converted into the 
morgue, has been seriously ill with 
typhoid fever for several days. 
The 


shock of the explosion and the conse- 
quent, inability to care for him prop- 
erly may cost him his life. 
Ho was 


removed to Torre Haute today. 
"Victim of School House Wreck. 


Willie -Hodge, aged 6 years, son of 


George Hodge, .killed, died last, night 
in the hospital at. Torre Haute. This 
hoy's death Is the only one resulting 
from the complete wrecking of the 
township school house. 


Mrs. Anna Heins, who died at. t.he 


hospital last night, had her juglar 
vein severed. In this condition, bleed- 
ing to death, she walked to the office 
of Dr. Newlin, • n 
half 
mile away. 


Frank Boswell. a baker, was thrown 
from thn dining room of his home in- 
to the kitchen, whore a. girl was at 
work. 
A kitchen cabinet fell upon 


both of them, but neither wns badly 
hurt. 
Boswell flug Mmsolf out. and 


ran all the way lo the school building 
to see if his children were hurt. 


High Grade of Citizenship. 


The town of Fontanet, while a min- 


ing and factory settlement, is com- 
posed of a higher grade of citizens 
perhaps than the average of that, de- 
scription. 
The population is almost: 


entirely American. Two large schools 
are filled with students. 


The morning trains from the east 


and west brought in great crowds. 


Dozens of bandaged men and wom- 


en came from Terre Haute. They are 
those taken to t.he city to be cared for 
last, night and found to be able to re- 
turn this morning. 
Most of t.he In- 


jured were taken away last night. 


Body Terribly Mangled. 


The body of Henry Harrington, the 


chief engineer, is terribly mangled. 
Harrington and one of his assistants 
were standing in the engine room 
when the first explosion occurred. His 
assistant was blown upon a hill. Har- 
rington, who stood within two feet of 
him, was hurled against the boilers 
and killed. 
Coroner Leavitt, 
of Terre Haute, 


and his deputy. Dr. .lett, are here in- 
vestigating 'he cause of the disaster. 
Every ma., wlio was in the glazing 
room, where the-first, explosion occur- 
red, was killed. It. was known, how- 
ever .that a line shaft in the glazing 
mill had been running hot for some 
time and that it was a cause for con- 
siderable concern among the men.

Christian Schiefer, a Fort Committee on Behalf of Y. 


Wayne Resident Since 


1846, is No More. 


Christian Schiefer. widely known ns 


a pioneer shoe merchant, who has 
been a resident of Fort Wayne more 
than sixty years, died at 10:15 o'clock 
this morning at his home. 33:; East, 
Main street, at the age of 78 years. | 
Death was due to the infirmities of 
age. and it followed a long period of 
decline. 
Six or eight years ago Mr. 


Schiefer relinquished active attention 
to business affairs, and for the past 
eighteen months had been unable to 
leave home. During the past three or 
four weeks his condition has been so 
critical that his death was expected at 
almost any moment. 


Mr. Schiefer was tho founder of the 


old shoe store of Schiefer & Son. on 
East. Columbia street. He was born 
at. Hamburg. Germany, in 1S2S, nnd in 
boyhood learned the trade of a slioe- 
maker. He came to America in ISIii. 
and going directly to Toledo came lit 
once up the old Wabash .and Erie 
canal to Fort. Wayne, securing work 
in this city as a shoemaker. In 1S54 
Mr. Schiefer formed a partnership 
with E. Vordermark in the boot and 
shoe business, and the firm continued 
in business seven and one-half years. 
Later he was for a year in partnership 
with a gentleman named Hood, and 
then conducted the business alone un- 
yi 1881. when his son-in-law. Herman 
H. Hartwig. was admitted to partner- 
ship. Though Mr. Schiefer had not in 
recent years been active in tho con- 
duct of the business, he retained his 
interest in the store down to the time 
of his death, and t.he firm name re- 
mained Schlefer & Son. 


Mr. Schiefer was united in marriage 


in 1851 to Elizabeth Habecker, wfiose 
death -occurred a few years ago. He 
Is survived by two children—William 
D. Schiefer, former sheriff of this 
county nnd Mrs. H. H. Hartwig. There 
is also a brother, Diederich Schiefer, 
residing on Montgomery street. Mr. 
Schlefer was prominent In tho pioneer 
business circles of the city, and a 
most estimable, citizen.

Pont got here from Wilmington about 
noon and was with his brother Alfred 
most, of tlto day. The news was kept 
from them because their friends be- 
lieved the brothers would both insist 
on the postponement, of the marriage 
in order that they might hurry out to 
Indiana. 


The bridegroom is to be told today 


of the explosion and it is likely that 
Hie automobile .trip that, he and his 
bride planned through New England 
will he abandoned and both will start 
in t.he automobile for Indiana.

He also 


said that most, of the products sold by 
tho grocers that would come under 
tho provisions of the ordinance arc 


already governed by United States in- 
spection before they are delivered.

Urges Measures to Save 


City's Foliage. 


The following letter has just been 


received by a member ot the Civic 
Improvement department of the Worn- 
au's Club league from Fanny Taylor! 
Hartmau, of Cornell university, Ithaca, 
N. Y., and as the subject, is of imme- 
diate importance to the city and the 
suggestions so timely, 
the depart- 


ment offers it to the city press in the j 
hope of exciting public interest to in- 
sure measures being taken before it 
is too late, to save the trees in the 
avenues and parks from the 
pests 


which have already begun their work 
of ruin. Miss Hartman, who has for 
years made ;i specialty of forestry, 
recently visited ' Fort Wayne. 
She 


says: 


"All over the city of Fort Wayne, 


not as yet in large numbers in any 
one place, the white, marked tussock 
moth is attacking the foliage. Now, 
while they are comparatively few in 
number, is the best time the city will 
ever have to attack 
them, as now, 


while the cocoons and egg masses are 
conspicuous, is the easiest time to col- 
lect and destroy these. 
If nothing is 


done to check their spread the trees 
will be stripped bare next year, and 
in a year or two more will be killed. 
These cocoons are being formed now 
and may be recognized by the ugly, 
yellowish blotches which disfigure the 
trees. 
If anyone is in doubt as to 


their appearance, a glance at the 
trees along West and East Wayne 
street, particularly those in front of 
the old high school (these have since 
been cut down,) will be instructive. 
The caterpillars of these moths, as 
many have 
doubtless noticed, 
are 


beautiful white hairy creatures, with 
a velvety black stripe along the back, 
bordered on each side by a yellowish 
stripe. 
At each end of the body are 


pairs of brush-like tufts of hairs. 


"Of the adult insects, the males arc 


inconspicuous gray moths, and the 
females are grub-like, wingless creat- 
ures that never get beyond the co- 
coons from which they emerge, laying 
their eggs and dying there. 


"The cocoons are often formed in i 


any convenient crevice of the bark, or 
mdcr any protecting ledge. 
I have 


been making a special study of in- 
sects for the last four years, and I | 
know that this is the same pest which I 
ins been so destructive in Buffalo, 
Rochester. 
Philadelphia and 
oihcr 


eastern cities in the last few years. 
1 do not know what measures were 
taken against them in Buffalo 
and , 


Philadelphia, 
but I know 
I saw in 


those cltlos whole Mocks of hare trees 
In midsummer. 
In Rochester, ten 


yonrs ago. the park commissioners of- 
fered prizes to the school children, 
both by schools and Individually, for 
the largest, quantity of cocoons and 
ogg masses gathered, with the pratl- 
fviiiK result that for nine years tho 
plague was st.iyod. 
H cost four or 


five hundred dollars annually, which 
was much less expensive than spray- 
Ing would have hern. 
Last year the 


tussock moth again threatened the 
city and this time the school children 
were offered seven cents a quart, for 
roroons and egg masses. This proved 
not 
mifflclenlly attr.v-tlve and little 


was accomplished toward tho destruc- 
tion nf the posls. and tho fight there 
will be much longer anil more cxpen- 
nlv« next year In consequence.

the Profession—Supt. 


Cotton Explains. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 16.—Fassetl A. 


Cotton, state superintendent of public 
nstruction, is haviuR troubles of his 
own. 
He is trying to got. the teachers 


of the state to rend and understand 
thoroughly the new law in regard to 
teachers' ciualin>ations. From reports 
he has received he fears that, a num- 
ber of teachers of the 
state 
have 


"stage fright" and are 
thinking of 


"quitting the game." 


Mr. Cotton received word from a 


young woman who bad been teaching 
two or three years, but who has never 
attended a normal training school for 
teachers. 
She informed him that she 


would quit teaching. Her idea of the 
law is that it requires 
that 
every 


teacher shall have attended a training 
school and shall be a graduate of a 
high school. She is nott a graduate of 
a high school. 
She thinks she has 


been crowded out by the march on- 
ward. 


Law Not Understood. 


This woman and many others. Mr. 


Cotton believes, have not studied the 
new laws thoroughly, and do not nn- 
lerstand them. The new law provides 
that a teacher 
without 
experience 


shall be a graduate of a high school 
or its equivalent, and shall have had 
not less than one 
term 
of twelve 


weeks in a school maintaining a pro- 
fessional course for the training of 
teachers, and shall have not less than 
a twelve months' license. 


A teacher of one year's experience, 


according to the law, shall be a grad- 
uate of a high school or its equivalent, 
shall have had not less 
than 
two 


terms of twenty-four weeks in a train- 
ing school, shall have not less than a 
two years' license and shall have a 
success grade. A teacher with three 
or more years' successful experience 
according to the law, shall be a grad 
uate of a high school or its equivalent 
shall 
be a graduate 
from a school 


maintaining a professional course for 
the training of teachers or its cquiva 
lent, shall have a three years' license 
or its equivalent and shall hajre a sue 
cess grade. 


Exception to Law. 


These provisions of the law make It 


seem.'that teachers of experience, who 
have not attended training schools 
will have to quit the profession. How- 
ever, the law carries an exception 
and it is this exception that teachers 
do not understand. The provision un- 
der which old teachers will escape the 
new regulation Is as follows: "Pro 
vidcd, that for teachers already In the 
service. 
successful 
experience in 


teaching shall be accepted as ;m equiv- 
alent for high school and profcssiona' 
training as tcquired by all tho above 
classifications." 


"Those teachers who read and study 


this provision 
carefully." said 
Mr 


Cotton, "will realize at once thnt the 
new law works no hardship on the ex 
perlnnced 
teacher. 
The new 
law 


merely makes It a little more difflcul 
to enter the profession. 
It require;. 


more training on the part of begin 
ners. However, many of tho teachers 
have not taken time to study the law 
carefully and have 
not had 
It ex 


plained to them. 


Explained to Teachers. 


"In the thirty-five counties where ' 


have spoken hi the last few months : 
h.ive gone into detail and explained 
the new requirements. 
I hope thai 


there is no misunderstanding in these 
counties. I don't Know so well, though 
about the. teachers in the count lea 
l 


have not. visited., T have sent put bul 
letins, explaining the law, and shal 
continue to hammer at the question 
I hope that all,teachers will folly un 
derstand it before nez7. year when the 
law goes into effect, 'fhn new require 
ments, perhaps, will make beginning 
teachers more scarce and it would no 
be well to have old teachers quit ii 
great numbers. 
Old teachers shoulr 


understand also that the new law pro- 
vides for better wages. They should 
take this into consideration."

The 
growth of heresy is such today that 
nothing but measures 
like this can 


stop it. 


"1 would requisition the services of 


the executioner also for those despica- 
ble persons who make divorces neces- 
sary by their insidious machinations 
between husband and wife. 


"And 
for those who, under the guise 


of an artistic temperament or uncon- 
trollable fascination, take unto them- 
selves affinities, forsaking their law- 
ful wives, I would have the law recom- 
mend harsh punishment. Execution 
also should be the punishment for at- 
tacks on women." 


When Dr. Patterson had finished 


speaking Rev. Dr. John Wheaton, the 
pastor of Mizpah Presbyterian church 
of Philadelphia, rose to declare that 
such pronouncements were too radical 
for expression in the present day. 


Near Clash Over Views. 


Rev. R. C. McCook. formerly pastor 


cf the Presbyterian taberaacle, got to 
his feet with some heat and declared 
that instead of being radical. Dr. Pat-

Jesse Holliday, Famous as 


California Pioneer Dies 


in Chicago. 


Jesse 
Holliday. for many years 


trustee of the vast estate of Col. Geo. 
W. Ewing. the pioneer Fort Wayne 
trader and financier, died Tuesday at 
the Lexington hotel In Chicago at the 
age of 82 years. Mr. Holliday was a 
son-in-law of Colonel Bowing, and It 
was upon the death of Mrs. Holliday, 
In February, 1906. that the work of 
-apportioning among the various heirs 
the great estate which had been held 
Intact for so many years began. 


Aside from his connection with the 


prominent Ewing family. Mr. Holliday 
himself was conspicuous as a a Cli- 
fornia pioneer. 
He was associated 


with his brother, Benjamin Holliday, 
In the operation 
of the 
"pony ex- 


press." which was for many yearn the 
only moans .of 
carrying the malls 


across the western plains. They were 
also the owners of a stage coach line 
which, prior to the advent of the rail- 
roads. furnished practically the only 
means of transit to the far west.

Care of Teeth

CORRECT WAY TO CLEAN TEETH 
AND HOW TO SELECT BRUSHES 


By Margaret Mister. 


Brushing the teeth is not a simple 


operation and few persons do it. .cor- 
rectly. To remove accumulations of 
foreign stuff and acid collections so 
they will cause no d^ecay the bristles 
must be rubbed up and down, and not 
across the teeth. In cleaning the uest 
pian is to brush the upper teeth with 
a downward motion and the lower 
ones, with an upward movement. By 
this process any substance between 
or at the side of the teeth is removed, 
while the center is also cleaned. 


Should 'stains, etc.. appear on the 


enamel use powdered pumice stone, 
about once in six weeks, to remove 
them. 


Put on the pumice with an orange 


wood stick that has been previously 
dipped in lemon. Rub the te«th even- 
ly with this, then rinse out the mouth 
to remove the powder that If left on 
the gums or teeth 
would surely 


scratch the dentine. In the same way 
rub on powdered cuttlefish bone once 
a week. 


As to improper cleansing too much 


cannot be written, for many mouths 
are made unattractive because of the 
Injury done with a brush. 
Among 


those mistakes that damage the teeth 
is bleeding of the gums. It isn't ex- 
actly detrimental to health, but as a 
result, the gums are either loosened 
about the teeth or are actually cut by 
overstlff bristles. In either case they 
arc in condition to become poisoned 
because of septic conditions. If car- 
ried to excess this would send poison 
through the whole system by way'of 
tho stomach, but cases like this are 
rare. 


No brush should be ilsed for more 


than two weeks, for by that time it Is 


full of bacteria that nothing but boil- 
ing will kill or purify entirely. Boil- 
ing brushes is not good, because the 
heat, etc., loosens the bristles, making 
the brush unsafe to use. 


The habit some persons have of 


merely rinsing a brush after using, 
some times in the very glass o£ water 
in which the brush has been dipped 
for cleansing. Is not only untidy, but 
unhygienic, for all the germs gathered 
in the bristles are retained and when 
next put. into the mouth they carry 
millions of microbes. 


After- using a brush It should be 


freshened by letting hot water run 
through it, then putting In a bath 
Jnade of a few drops of somei antisep- 
tic, such as ammonia, lime water, 
etc. 


Another error commonly made la to 


suppose that a brush is all right sim- 
ply because it will fit In. the mouth. 
This is the greatest possible-mistake, 
for unless the brush Is the right shapa 
it will not clean, all the teeth, really 
none but the front ones. 


In choosing a brush get a long and 


narrow one, instead of a thick kind. 
The advantage of a long, narrow and 
slightly curved brush Is that It will 
reach back to the last or big teeth, 
while a broad one stops several teeth 
this side of the last, because there In 
no room for It. 


In quality tho bristles should never 


be so stiff as .to cause bleeding. When 
there Is a flow of blood, even the 
slightest, the condition should 
be 


watched. 
If a softer brush falls to 


check the trouble one should go at 
once to a dentist, for continued bleed- 
ing indicates weakness or disease that 
should be stopped if tho teeth are to 
be preserved.

FOUND DEAD IN A 


CHEAPJTEL 


David Redfield Proctor, a 


Once Rich Inventor, 


Dies in Chicago. 


Chicago, 
Oct. 16.—David 
Redfield 


Proctor, 81 years old, a cousin of Uni- 
ted States Senator RedBe'.d Proctor, 
of Vermont, was found dead yester- 
day in a cheap lodging house at 148 
South Clark street. 


He had been in straightened circum- 


stances for several years, although he 
made a fortune from the sale of roy- 
alties on an invention which he pat- 
ented in the 
early 
'70 s—a device 


which arrested and extinguished the 
sparks from the funnels of locomo- 
tives, making the IcindliDg of prairie 
fires by-passing trains-an impossi- 
bility. 


In the paimy days of the Columbian 


exposition he was one of the most pic- 
turesque characters who haunted the 
offices of Director General Davis and 
'Architects Burnham and Graham with 
offers of marvelous plans for enhanc- 
ing the beauty and magnitude of the 
great fair. 


Planned a Colossal Tower. 


He designed the 
Proctor-Morrison 


tower, which was intended to make 
the Eiffel tower seem a dwarf in com- 
parison. For the rights to this tower 
he was offered, it is said, almost 5100.- 
000, and a company to built it was 
started under the presidency of En- 
gineer Morrison, the "steel construc- 
tion" bridge builder. But the collapse 
of the Steelc Mackaye's "spectator!- 
wm" theater caused the business in- 
terests identified with the fair to look 
•with disfavor upon so gigantic an en- 
terprise as that proposed by Inventor 
Proctor. The great tower, which was 
to be 1,000 feet higher than the Eiffel 
tower at Paris, was not built. 


"He is a perfect, genius." Architect 


JL R. Graham said of Proctor at that 
lime. "His plans are marvelous and 
entirely practicable. 
It is a pity the 


towar was not built. It would have 
fceen an amazing engineering feat. It 
,»onld have been the wonder of Lake 
Ulchigan shores for half a century." 


Makes Model for Big Bridge. 


When Engineer Morrison was plan- 


ning to construct at Memphis. Tenn.. 
the largest steel cantilever bridge in 
the world ho was not willing to under- 
take the tank until 
lie 
found 
out 


•whether a miniature working model 
of tho structure could be made. 
"ln- 


jventor Proctor." as he was known, 
•was then in Mr. Morrison's employ- 
ment »nd ho intrusted the work of 
model building to him after ho had 
failed to induce the most expert jew- 
elerg in the country to tackle the Job. 
The model was to be only two Inches 
square and was to have 912 joints and 
almost an many separate pieces. Proc- 
tor completed it in two months. The

horoughly and • slowly into the water 
glass. 
When the resultant mixture is 
cold pour it Kently over tlie eggs, using 
ufflclent to Immerse them. Three pints 
f water glass and fifteen 
o.uartn of 
water will generally cover fifty dnzen 
eggs. Keep the vessel covered and in a 
cool place.
